Settled with the same density 
as Germany, Texas could very nearly accommo- 
date our present total population. It would seem 
as if the German empire could find room and sup- 
port for no increased population, but the growth 
has been great within the last decade, notwith- 
standing the steady emigration from its borders 
and the maximum population has by no means 
been reached. With an utter cessation of wars. 
manifestly, the earth would soon be over full, and 
the support of life would demand the careful cul- 
tivation of all the waste areas. If the desert is 
yet to blossom as the rose, as we believe it literally 
is to do, old earth may find room for, and give food 
to, many billions more.

Our 
own sun is a vast body of light, which in its mag- 
nitude and power bewilders the imagination. If 
there were 23,000,000 worlds surrounding the sun, 
the size of the earth and at the same distance

—David declares that the heavens reveal 


heat and light from it that we do. But our sun 
is only one bright spot in the heavens. If we 
reach back into the depths as many times eleven 
miles as the sun is in inches from our earth, we 
come to the nearest fixed star, and that star is, 
like our sun itself, a blazing sun, as are all the 
fixed stars. The Lick telescope reveals 100,000,000 
of these fixed stars or blazing suns, and some of 
them are so far away that 30,000 of them would 
have to combine in one before the naked eye 
could catch them. The telescopic heavens surely 
reveal God’s glory, and yet, far beyond_all that is 
revealed, there are other systems of suns, each 
with its attendant planets like our own, perhaps 
quite as numerous as those within the reach 
of the great Lick telescope. Truly our God is 
a great God, and his works only faintly show his 
glory. —

He did not follow in the beaten chan- 
nels of thought. He spoke that he 
had seen, and testified that he knew. 
In this regard he was unique. He 
came from God, and his word was the 
word of God.

The truth, as it fell from the lips of 
this great Teacher, was richly illus- 
trated by symbols borrowed from the 
natural world, from the facts of 
human experience, and from history. 
The parables of Jesus are among the 
precious gems of sacred literature,

He spoke with authority, as well he 
might, being the Son and sent of God, 
and the long expected Messiah of 
prophecy. ‘There is power in con- 
sciousness of a right to claim the 
audience of men, and this conscious- 
ness Jesus possessed without measure. 

Intense affection tor men pervaded 
He sometimes 
used words of severity, but he used 
them only when he would defend the 
rights of men against perversion.

They showed unusual discretion and 
unanimity in their choice of candi- 
dates. 

After short speeches by several of 
the chosen candidates and a recita- 
tion by a young lady who wore a 
Demorest Silver Medal, I, as a visi- 
tor and the only preacher present, 
was called upon for an address. I al- 
luded to the almost forgotten fact 
that Rev. William Kinkade, the rep- 
resentative from that (Lawrence) 
county in the Constitutional Conven- 
tion of Illinois, although at the risk 
of his life, had stood fearlessly with 
a Bible in one hand and a pistol in 
the other, while he debated against 
slavery and the extension of slave 
territory ; and that but for him IIli- 
nois would have been a slave state. 
I assured them I was opposed to mix- 
ing politics with religion, but I 
thought it would be a good thing to 
put a little more religion in our poli- 
tics. As I continued with argument 
and illustration and appeal; they en- 
thusiastically cheered.

Under a better form of law, for in- 
stance “county option” or more truly 
“county prohibition,” almost all of 
southeastern Illinois would banish 
saloons entirely. The four counties 
nearest Merom have no saloons out- 
side of a half dozen of the larger 
towns, while recent elections have 
driven all open saloons out of Clay 
and Wayne counties. 

All these counties are rapidly im- 
proving in intelligence and wealth;

From my wide and careful observa- 
tion, I am free to express the opinion 
that the so-called “local option laws” 
and “village license laws,” as now in 
operation in many states, are not 
truly in the interest of temperance.

LESSON FOR MAY 22. 


Topie— Deniel and his Companions, 
Daniel 1: 8-21.

Golden Text—“‘Daniel purposed in his 
heart that he would not defile hiwself 
with the portion of the king’s meat, 
nor with the wine which he drank.” 
Daniel I: 8. 


Daniel is the central figure of the 
group; a youth brought from his boy- 
hood home in captive’s chains. His 
qualifications for usefulness are soon 
recognized by the great Nebuchad- 
nezzar, who purposes to elevate him 
and his companions to places of honor 
in his kingdom. His rare physical 
beauty, his brilliant intellect, and stal- 
wart character are sufficient recom- 
mendations, and the king at once pro- 
ceeds to prepare him for the antici- 
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pated place. Character is self-reveal- 
ing. ‘‘We are epistles known and read 
of all men;” and though we try ever 
so hard to appear different from what 
we are, we are sure to reveal our true 
selves. Some monkeys were once 
dressed in children’s clothes, and so 
much in appearance were they like 
children that many were deceived; but 
a few nuts thrown upon the platform 
was quite enough to show their true 
character. Let us devote a little time 
to the study of character. The grand- 
est object of human contemplation isa 
noble character, and we find in Daniel 
the elements of a superior manhood, 
especially if we consider his youth, 
captivity, natural inclinations, and 
evil environments, 
I. A MAN OF FIXED PRINCIPLES. 

‘He purposed in his heart.’’ It was 
not a stroke of policy, but an expres- 
sion of that inner purity that governed 
every emotion and action of his life. 
Power, wealth, favor, and position 
were upon the side of the king, while 
disgrace and death await him if the 
king was displeased. Butto him honor 
and right were of far more value than 
any favor within the gift of the king. 
Amid the splendors and temptations of 
that mighty Assyrian capital, Daniel 
and his companions exercised unflinch- 
ing self-restraint. The king’s diet, 
wine, and promise, together with the 
probable consequence of disobedience, 
were unavailing, and this noble youth 
remained true to the teachings of his 
Jewish home and despised the world’s 
glory, that he might dothe will of his 
God. The need of the Church to-day 
is men and women who “purpose in 
their hearts,’”? who have convictions of 
right and courage to stand by them, 
unwilling to defile themselves with the 
things of this world. 

‘* Dare to be a Daniel, 
Dare to stand alone; 


Dare to have a purpose firm, 
And dare to make it known.”’ 


11. A MAN OF CORRECT HABITS. 

He had appetites, passions, ambi- 
tions, and hopes as other men, but the 
result of the principle of right enabled 
him to control all these and subordi- 
nate them to the conviction of his 
heart and the dictates of his judgment. 
He governed his appetite by his judg- 
ment and run his stomach by his brain. 
He knew full well the influence of a 
bad habit, and determined to resist the 
first offer to do wrong. If total abstin- 
ence and correct diet were of so much 
importance to Daniel, why should we 
not refuse the deadly cup and abstain 
from unwholesome meals and inappro- 
priate hours? Daniel had submitted 
himself to the regulations of the 
divine government, and every thought, 
purpose, plan, and desire was habit- 
uated to the higher law of life. While 
Daniel had determined not to break 
the habit of life by eating the king’s 
meat, yet he used diplomacy; he asks 
the trial of ten days. This was reason- 
able, and the courtesy of the captive 
so intelligently expressed won the 
favor of the eunuch, and in that ten 
days was shown that correct habits of 
life win the favor of God and produce 
good results for his servants. 

Ill. OF FIRM RELIANCE ON GOD. 

Daniel could not but know the conse- 
quence of refusal if the trial failed. To 
offend the king was to endanger his 
life. Those ruthless despots thought 
no more of striking off the head of one 
who crossed their smallest wish than 
rulers do now of inflicting the mildest 
punishment. In steady view of this 
pending peril he resolutely and intelli- 
gently determined not to yield to 
wrong, but trust God and do right, be. 
lieving that, though he were put to 
death, yet with a clear conscience it 


was preferable to living with a smitten 
one. To him one was the death of the 
body, the other moral suicide, and, 
whatever might befall him, he deter- 
mined not to commit the latter. This 
reliance on God makes prominent the 
noblest nature of the man. 

An angry king, an open den, in 
which lay the bloodthirsty lions, the 
promise and hope of reward could not 
turn his heart from its fixed purpose 
to trust in God; and, while he might 
have consulted the law of expediency 
or desired to express his gratitude to 
his king for favors promised or acted 
upon the law of self-preservation, or 
resorted to the ease of evasiveness, he 
chose to be man, and trust God for all 
In a word, this hero was conscientidus, 
self-denying, gentle, firm, believing, 
and of unswerving fidelity; and the re- 
sults, as seen in the final outcome, are, 
I think, sufficient to convince us that 
no condition of life will warrant a 
wrong act. The physical, social, intel- 
lectual, worldly, and moral results of 
this determined purpose were all in 
Daniel’s favor. It gave him a “‘fairer 
and fatter countenance, a more vigor- 
ous intellect, a penetrating mind, and 
brought to him, as his associates, the 
nobles and rulers of the empire. He 
was raised to rank and power among 
his fellows, and kept the confidence of 
the monarchs through three separate 
reigns. He was highly favored of God, 
and lived in unbroken fellowship with 
him.

The gift of J. J. Summerbell to the 
general fund mentioned in the list 
above was caused by this circumstance:

joy and gladness, all the church 
would say, Yes, this is the pastor for 
us. Now, suppose we take the pas- 
tor’s side and say, Every member of 
the church should measure back to 
him as they ask of him—that the 
duty is as broad and binding one 
way as it is the other. Here are 
some few ways by which this help 
can be given. 

First, under all ordinary conditions 
the church is as obligated to be 
present at regular services, for such 
services are arranged as much by the 
church as by its pastor. If the pastor 
should absent himself habitually, or 
even occasionally, the church would 
feel he had neglected it, and ought to 
explain. More or less of its mem- 
bers would be aggrieved. So, if the 
members neglect their own appoint- 
ments, the pastor is quite likely to 
feel he has been slighted. He ac- 
cepted the call reasonably expecting 
he would have more than bare walls 
to preach to. While it is the pastor’s 
duty and privilege to seek divine 
guidance, not a little is he inspired 
by the prompt attendance of his 
brethren. And the church that is 
careless of its appointments is sadly 
at fault. It throws away its money 
by not backing it in attendance. 
Prompt attendance has a salutary in- 
fluence on the people generally. As 
goes the church, so, largely, go the 
people. Every member of the church 
will hardly get all he desires at each 
service. Seldom one sermon, or two 
or three, exhortations excepted, feed 
more than a class or state of feelings. 

Theme preaching is apt to be much 
like a rifle-shot—slight breadth, but 
vehement and effective when it hits. 
Expository preaching is wider in its 
breadth and hits more of the people. 
Both methods are good in their place. 
Therefore, let all the church be in 
place, that none may lose the salt 
when their time comes. 

Second, the church will get more 
than compound interest on their 
money by prompt payment. The 
minister isin better heart ashe is 
made to feel his living is not pinched 
out of him. It may be laid down as 
an axiom that prompt paying 
churches are prompt attendants. 

If a minister has much respect for 
his grocery bills, he, if habitually 
neglected, feels ashamed to see the 
face of his groceryman. If that 
groceryman attends church the pas- 
tor feels him much as a thorn in his 
side and as pepper in his eyes; and 
his sermons are much _ injured. 
Therefore, the church that would get 
the most and the best out of him will 
pay him promptly. Besides, the 
groceryman will have twice “the re- 
spect for the church, and, likely, 
cast in” his mite to help it.

“DID CHRIST BAPTIZE?” 

The article with this caption in the 
issue of May 5th, from the pen of 
Bro. Addington, calls to mind an 
editorial on the subject in one of our 
denominational papers, about twenty 
years ago, in which the interpretation 
suggested for John 4: 2 by Bro.

On first acquaintance, as I have al- 
ready said, Mtesa strikes the traveler 
as a most fascinating and a peculiarly 
amiable man; and should the traveler 
ever think of saving this pagan con- 
tinent from the purgatory of heathen- 
dom, the emperor must occur to him 
as of all men in Africa the most prom- 
ising to begin with. Had he been edu- 
cated in Europe, there can be little 
doubt but that he would have become 
a worthy member of society; but, 
nursed in the lap of paganism, and 
graduate only in superstition and 
ignorance, he is to-day no more than 
an extraordinary African. 

Flattering as it may be to me to have 
had the honor of converting the pagan 
emperor of Uganda to Christianity, I 
can not hide from myself the fact that 
the conversion is only nominal, and 
that to continue the good work in 
earnest a patient, assiduous, and zeal- 
ous missionary is required. A few 
months’ talk about Christ and. his 
blessed work on earth, though suffi- 
ciently attractive to Mtesa, is not 
enough to eradicate the evils which 
thirty-five years of brutal, sensuous 
indulgence have stamped on his mind. 
This, only the unflagging zeal, the un- 
| tiring devotion to duty, and the pater- 
nal watchfulness of a sincerely pious 
pastor can effect. And it is because I 
'am conscious of this insufficiency of 
| my work, and his strong evil propensi- 
| ties, that I have not hesitated to de- 
scribe the real character of my “‘con- 
| vert.” The grand redeeming feature 
of Mtesa, though founded only on 
self-interest, is his admiration for 
white men. 

When the traveler first enters Uganda 
his path seems to be strewn with 
flowers. Greetings, with welcome gifts, 
follow one another rapidly; pages and 
courtiers kneel before him, and the 
least wish is immediately gratified— 
for to make a request of the emperor 
is to honor him with the power of giv- 


ing. But now approaches the time 
for him to make return, to fulfill the 
promise tacitly conveyed by his ready

We trust that 
in all cases the soliciting cards will 
be used. Five thousand children as 
collectors should average more than 
one dollar each. “Let us have not 
less’than $5,000 this year, and thus 
leave all former records in the shade. 
The money is greatly needed, and its 
use will do great good. 

—We commend the action of the 
late Missouri M. E. Conference to all 
our conferences for adoption. The 
ministers pledged themselves that if 
the World’s Fair gates were opened on 
Sunday, they would themselves attend 
on no day of the week, and would 
use their influence to keep their mem- 
bers from attending. That is the 
practical thing and the only consist- 
ent action. Let us make it general. 
So far as we have observed the 
HERALD OF GosPEL LIBERTY was 
the first to advocate this measure. It 
is becoming popular. 


THE PROFIT OF GOODNESS. 

The highest motive to well-doing is 
not personal profit, but one can not 
shut one’s eyes to the fact of the 
profit. The reward of good works is 
manifest from their inception, and 
however disinterested the man may 
be, he can not possibly be oblivious 
to this ultimate result. Nor should 
he be. The anticipation of reward is 
a wholly proper action. 

Even Jesus kept the reward in 
view. He never, for a moment, lost 
sight of the awaiting crown. In fact, 
the sight or thought of it seemed to 
stimulate his own devotion, and if it | 
did so much as this it was profitable 

both to himself and the; world that 


he kept the reward in view.. The 
apostle tells us that, “for the joy set 
before him, he endured the cross, de- 
spising the shame, and is set down at 
the right hand of God.” 

If Jesus, then, might profitably 
keep the crown in view, so could the 
apostle, and if he, so can we, and all 
others. Paul was one, with many 
others, in a race, though not in such 
a race as that which offered but a sin- 
gle prize, but one wherein the prize 
was offered to each runner. Nor had 
he in mind merely a corruptible 
crown, but an incorruptible one, and 
he would so run that he might ob- 
tain it. 

The profit of goodness, however, 
does not come simply at the end of 
the way. The reward is simultaneous 
with the work, and is often garnered in 
the momentof thelabordone. Even as 
we sow we reap. Not the full reward, 
but one which pays well for the labor 
performed. In this, the labor of 
good works is wholly unlike any oth- 
er. ‘she very pleasure of the service, 
if it were the only compensation, 
would justify its performance. 

This may be true of some forms of 
secular service, and yet it would be 
difficult to name one to which one 
would give himself, if the only re- 
ward of it were found in the pleasure 
of the performance. ~ It is so evident, 
however, that this is true of the ser- 
vice of good works, that to offer proof 
of the fact would be regarded as a su- 
perfluous service. 

Happily, there are very few persons 
in this world who are strangers to the 
unselfish service of love and good 
will.. Men whose sympathies, we 
would think, had hardly reached the 
budding point, and in whose eye- 
founts tears had never formed, have 
now and then performed deeds of 
such moral heroism and sweet benev- 
olence, as have been echoed by world- 
wide and age-long applause. 

Nor was the applause the ambition. 
Such a motive had no place in the 
heart. The better nature bounded 
forward as naturally as the hands 
strike out in swimming, or the feet 
press forward in walking. In fact, 
the moral act is a natural expression 
and one as sweet to the taste as honey 
on the lips. Indeed, we think it fair 
to say that nine tenths of the world’s 
best deeds are voluntary, or for the 
mere reward of their inherent pleas- 
ure. 

But the pleasure of good deeds as 
they are enacted, is not their only, if 
their chief reward. There comes the 
day of retrospection. When one gets 
to the end of the way he finds him- 
self on Pisgah’s heights. This is 
strange, too, when one feels himself 
traveling ever downward toward the 
gates of the grave—when death is, by 
universal voice, placed in the valley. 

However, time-long experience 
justifies the assertion that the eye of 
retrospection is most keen to him who 
has come to the end of the way with 
unimpaired mind. With one sweep- 
ing glance the whole route of life is 
surveyed. From the topmost round 
on which the elimbing feet rest, pre- 


we 


paratory for the final plunge, all that 
way is seen which reaches backward 
into cradled life. 

And what life has been so barren 
that no good deeds have crowned it? 
And then, do not these good deeds, 
however feeble, always overtop the 
bad ones, however bold? Bad deeds 
are of the dust and cling to earth, 
while good deeds are born of seeds 
which fell from above the clouds, and 
they, naturally, like the vine, climb 
toward the summits. In God’s love, 
these good deeds are seen to the last, 
and they give each a wealth of com- 
fort ! 

One little deed of love more con- 
soles the heart, ready for its final 
transformation, than all the works of 
selfishness and sin. The little work 
has allied the soul to. humanity, 
proven its kinship to angels and lifted 
the weary head into the bosom of 
divine love. Like the golden spire 
of some sacred temple, it throws back 
the rays of the setting sun into the 
face of the dying soul. 

How full of Samaritan deeds are 
some lives! The world does not see 
all these deeds. Most men are far 
better than theyseem. Many hearts 
are eyer overflowing with grace, in 
smiles and words and deeds. All 
these good deeds God photographs so 
deeply against the soul’s sky that 
when the Sun of Righteousness be- 
gins to rise on the sinking, westering 
spirit,the beautiful deeds of the earth- 
life stand out as statues in the temple 


niches. 
And what a wealth of bliss comes 


from the retrospection! Who can 
measure the satisfaction felt? The 
lips part in no boast for the good 
works done. There is no selfish re- 
hearsal of sacred acts. There is no 
need of this. The vision is as heaven- 
born as Stephen’s, as entrancing as 
Peter’sin the mount, and as ravishing 
as was Paul’s when carried to the 
third heavens. The good deeds of a 
holy life thrust themselves out as nat- 
urally at last as the diamond sparkles 
in the light. 

These are the treasures laid up in 


heaven which pile up before the soul 
as it relaxes its hold on the shores of 
earth, and, oh, how rich the ex- 
change! Who cares then that earth’s 
riches and glory need be surren- 


dered ¢ 
Nor does the reward of good deeds 


end here. The satisfaction in the 
doing and the sweetness of retrospec- 
tion, both together, only bring the 
soul to the threshold of glory. With- 
in are the endless ages of life, any one 
moment of which is richer in felicity 
than the best year of life. These 
ages of light and life and glory are for 
the good, for those who here on earth 
showed love to God in good deeds to 


his children. 
As long as the angels live the good 


man whose crown has been good 
deeds shall live. When they roam 
through the fields of felicity he may 
share their companionship, join their 
songs of praise and unite his hand 
and heart with theirs in the answer 
of God’s high and holy will. 

Ah! what a key is that goodness 
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of heart, born of the Holy Spirit! It 
unlocks before the feet every gate- 
way of bliss, honor, and glory. Who, 
then, would not be good? Who 
would not open his heart to the in- 
spirations of the divine love and thus 
make thereof a fountain overflowing 
with grace to men?

They should be 
living examples ; “that neither death, 
nor life, nor angels, nor principalities, 
nor powers, nor things present, nor 
things to come, nor height, nor depth, 
nor any other creature, shall be able 
to separate from the love of God 
which is in Christ Jesus their Lord.” 
They should believe in the atone- 
ment, justification, and regeneration, 
and they should have an experi- 
mental knowledge of the power of 
prayer and of the Holy Spirit. 

2. They should have sound bodies. 
Afflicted people are accepted of God 
for that which they are able to do. 
In many instances missionaries have 
not been able to endure the incessant 
toil, change of climate, diet, and the 
exposure of the field. Health is de- 
sired by all, but in missionary workit 
is a necessity. Some missionaries, | 
because of ill health, have had diffi- 
culty in securing the confidence of. 
the heathen inareligion which seems 
to make its possessor a subject of dis- 
ease. Aside from this, the frequent 
changes of the workers-on the field is 
detrimental to the success of the 
work, and more of the hard gathered 
money must needs be used in sending 
other men to the field. 

3. Missionaries must be educated. 
It is not fair to say that all must have 
a fixed amount of college training, or 
to say that any person must be put 
through a certain course of study 
that he m&y come out a full grown 
missionary. But it is fair to say, and

Our rented meeting-house in Shiba- 
ku, Tokio, was partially destroyed by 
fire on March 30th.

In Tokio the Sunday-schools and 
children’s meetings were well attend- 
ed, but the preaching services not so 
well. 

In the Ishinomaki parish, village and 
outposts, there were some twenty-five 
to thirty persons who were considered 
anxious hearers.

A LETTER FROM JAPAN—BRO. JONES 


AMONG THE NATIVE WORKERS. 


From a recent letter from Bro. Jones 
I give the following, mainly in his own 
words: 

In the north of Japan we have four 
native preachers stationed at points 
ranging from twelve to twenty miles 
from each other—the Ishinosaki pas- 
torate, the Ichinosaki or Iwai pastor- 
ate, the Wakuya and Wakayanagi mis- 
sions. 

Since making Tokio our headquar- 
ters it has been the custom for one of 
your missionaries to make periodic 
visits to the above fields. This year, 
in order to make a thorough examina- 
tion of the work and render all the 
help possible, I decided to give them 
about five weeks. With my interpreter 
I left Tokio March 17th, and the next 
day we were with Bro. Watanabe at 
Ishinosaki. We encountered a heavy 
snow-storm in crossing the bay; how- 
ever, a smaH number met us, and after 
greetings and attending to church bus- 
iness we sat down to the Lord’s table 
and had a pleasant feast with these 
converted heathen and with the Lord. 

We spent three days at Ishinomaki, 
and three more days visiting neighbor- 
ing villages and preaching at night. 
These villages are four, five and a half, 
six aud a half, and seven miles from 
Ishinomaki. In one of these villages 
lives a blacksmith, who, though not 
yet baptized, is considered to be almost 
ready. He greatly encourages and as- 
sists our man in his work when he 
visits the village. Pray for him, for he 
doubtless has a hard time, even though 
his face shines from a happy heart. 

Returning to Ishinomaki and giving 
them another service, we pack up our 
baggage and are off for Bro. Chickusa’s 
home and field, about fourteen miles 
distant. Thus far the weather has 
been cold and inclement—snow and 
heavy gales. Faced a storm on this 
trip. Both myself and interpreter 
have taken colds. However, at night 
we held a meeting, preached, and ex- 
amined seven candidates for baptism 
andmembership. Saturday kept busy, 
and on Sunday had five services, one 
being a baptismal service. At this 
service an elderly widow lady, whom 
I had examined the day before, to my 
surprise came down into the pool and 
gladly received baptism. This dear 
woman had been a faithful Buddhist, 
and had gone through much in order 
to be accounted worthy. From a 
Congregational minister( whose church 
has recently run in on us) who had re- 
cently sprinkled one at that point, she 
had got it into her head that sprink- 
ling would do. But on hearing my ex- 
planation from the Word of God how 
that baptism shows our burial with 
Christ and our being raised with Christ, 
she resolved that, life or death, God’s 
will should be done. This dear soul is 
one of the jewels. Her son has gone

The Black Idol of Christian 
Lands. 
BY REV. DAVID MACRAE. 


A black missionary, on a visit to En- 
gland, preached and lectured in several 
towns, exhibiting some of the idols 
that had been worshiped in the heathen 
land where, in childhood, he had been 
reared. 

Lecturing in one town where he had 
beheld some shocking scenes of drunk- 
enness, he said, in the course of his 
lecture, after showing the audience 
one idol after another, ‘‘You must not 
suppose that you, in this country, are 
so much better than we benighted 
heathen were. There is idolatry here 
also. I have seen some of your idols, 
and seen people falling down and wor- 
shiping them.”’ 

The audience looked surprised. 

**Yes,” he said; ‘‘and I have brought 
one of these idols with me! I have 
been showing you some of ours, now I 
will show you one of yours—a black 

:'one—a worse one than any we have 
seen.”’ 

The people were astonished, and 
watched the missionary with eager 
eyes as he bent down to lift this new 
idol and show it to them. 

He brought up and held before them 
—a black whisky bottle! 

There was a roarof laughter. But 
when the laughter was over, the 
thoughtful portion of the audience felt 
that there was reason rather for shame 
and self-accusation. 

For where is the heathen idolatry so 
debasing as the worship of Bacchus— 
the slavish homage to Drink? How 
many have been debauched in this 
idol’s temple! 

Look at the people whom drink has 
dragged down, yet craving for more— 
begging for money that they may get 
it; pawning their bits of furniture, 
their very clothes, for drink, I have 
seen women before our police courts, 
who in cold wintry weather had 
stripped their children and sold or 
pawned the little clothes to buy drink. 

The homage paid to this dreadful 
idol is not alone amongst the degraded 
and the poor. Itisseenin every circle 
of society, tending everywhere to en- 
snare and destroy. Before the Indian 
Juggernaut men and women threw 
themselves down and let the wheels of 
the idol’s car go over them, crushing 
them to death. But under the wheels 

of the idol of drink in our own coun- 
try tens of thousands of people are 
crushed to death, and their bodies laid 
in drunkards’ graves, every year.
